HER EARLY MORNING JOURNEY. 


Helen Fifield, the 19-year-old daughter of 
Frank E. Fifield, a wealthy lumber merchant 
of Janesville, Wis., disappeared from her 
home at dawn yesterday morning and is sup- 
posed now to be lost in Chicago. Last night 
the Wisconsin city was excited over the 
peculiar features of the incidegt, and the 
uncle and several friends of the girl came to 
Chicago and appealed to the authorities to 
assist in searching for her. 

The young woman left her room and er 
home at 4 o'clock in the morning, before any 
other member of her family was awake. 
Unnoticed except by a chance passer-by and 
the local ticket agent, she succeeded in tak- 
ing the Northwestern train for Chicago 
which left Janesville at 4:30 a. m. It is cer- 
tain that she arrived in this city at 7 o’ clock, 
and she is known to have engaged a cabman 
at the Wells Street Depot of the Northwest- 
ern railway to drive her to a hotel oF sani- 
tarium. 


May Be Wedding Ring. 

Two features of the disappearance which 
developed late last night are seized on by the 
friends of the girl to aid in their en to 
find her. : 

It was discovered that on Wednesday, the 
i? before she went away, she purchased a 
plain gold band ring in a Janesville jewelry 
store. Some of her friends think this cir- 
cumstance an evidence of her intention to 
marry, but she is not known to have been 
engaged. By others the young woman's 
strange behevior is attributed to her mental 
condition, as she is now known to have been 
addicted to walking in her sleep. 


Drag the Rock River. . 
All of yesterday the neighbors and friends 
of the Fifield family helped prosecute the 
search for the daughter, whose absence was 
first noted at breakfast time. The family 
residence stands but a short distance from 
the Rock River, and it was at first feared 
she had drowned herself. The stream was 
dragged from bank to bank and for a dis- 
tance of half a mile with no result. 
Finally at 4 p. m. the ticket agent of the 
Northwestern railway who was on duty in 
the early morning was awakened. He de- 
clared that a girl answering Miss Fifield’s 
description had bought a Chicago ticket 
from him and boarded the early train for 
this city. | 
Another person was also found who had 
observed Miss Fifield on the street at that 
early hour inthe morning. She wore a black 
skirt, a loose waist, dark hat, and heavy 
black veil. Her family, after taking an in- 
ventory of the effects of the girl left behind, 
said that she wore her night dress beneath 
the waist and skirt, but had taken no other 
clothing with her. She apparently was even 
without stockings on her feet when she left 


home. 


; Conductor Saw Her. 

ne eonductor of the train boarded by Miss 
Fifield returned to Janesville last evening 
and corroborated the story told by the ticket 
agent. The young woman, he said, had gone 
to Chicago, but had excited his suspicions < on 
the train in no way. She had changed her 
heavy veil to a light one on the train. 

It was learned further that a cabman drove 
her away from the Chicago depot, but neither 
his name nor the place to which he took her 
could be learned last evening. The cabmen 
on duty in the early morning were not at 
their stands when inquiries in Chicago be- 
gan. 

Police Have a Description. 

Janesville authorities notified the Chicago 
police of the disappearance and the follow- 
ing message was sent to all stations in the 
city: 

Locate a 3 woman— Helen Fifield—18 to 20 
years of age; 5 feet 2 inches in height; 110 pounds 
in weight; dark curly hair; low shoes; no stock- 
ings; dark hat; dark veil; if located notify the 
Sheriff of Janesville, Wis., or Captain Colleran. 

The latest supposed example of Miss Fi- 
fleld's somnambulism occurred a few nights 
ago when she was sleeping with her young- 
est sister. Her purse, containing a small 
amount of mohey, had been left on the 
dresser the night before, but the following 
morning was found on the open window sill 
wet with the rain which had beaten in at 
the casement. How it got there is a mys- 
tery to the family, unless Miss Fifield had 
walked in her sleep. Other similar instances 
are recalled by the family. It has been sug- 
gested that she went away while suffering 
from ‘one of these spells, and, on reaching 
Chicago, sought a hospital. 


Her Friends Come Here. 

The circumstance of the gold ring is ine 
scrutable to the girl’s intimates. The only 
man with whom she had a close friendship 
wes Ross King of Janesville, and she was 
not openly betrothed to him. He came to 
Chicago last night to arch for her in com- 
pany with Dr. George W. Fifield, uncle of 
the missing girl; Sheriff Maltpress, and Dis- 
trict Attorney W. A. Jackson. 

Frank B. Fifield, father of the girl, is 
senior member of Fifield Bros., lumber deal- 
ers. Charles L. Fifield, the other member, 
is Municipal Judge of Janesville and Dr. 
Fifield is an Alderman. The young woman 
has three sisters and two brothers. Her 
mother was prostrated by the shock. The

Fo A TRANSFER SLIP. 


Four-Tear-Old Thomas Donahue 8 
ed Beneath Wheels of an Electric Car 
as He Seeks to Recover Paper Ticket. 


While seeking to recover a transfer slip 
yesterday afternoon 4-year-old Thomas 
Donahue, 718 Forty-seventh street, was 
crushed to death by a Forty-seventh street 
electric cad at Wallacestreet.

HOTEL SUICIDE. 


~ MeCoy’s, Propped Up in 
Bed with His Wrists 
Slashed. 


MOURNED FOR DEAD WIFE 


Was a Brother of the Stationer, 
‘a Civil War Veteran, 
and a Chicago Busi- 
ness-Man. 


SEES WEDDING, TAKES ACID. 


While anxious relatives were searching 
the city for him, the body of James A. Mar- 
shall was propped upright on.a bed in a 
room in McCoy’s Hotel. His wrists, which 
had been gashed with a penknife, were 
hanging over a wash basin. The man had 
killed himself while despondent. 

The suicide was the brother of George E. 
Marshall, head of the firm of stationers of 
that name. Since the death of his wife two 
years ago he had been morose, but as far 
as known never had threatened self-destruc- 
tion. When the body was found last even- 
ing it was said that life had been extinct 
for several hours. | 

Lying on the floor was the penknife with 
which he had made deep slashes across his 
wrists, severing the arteries. He had eyi- 
dently taken his own time, as the wash basin 
had been drawn near the bedside to catch the 
blood. He had propped himself against the 
head of the bed, and, thus supported, the body 
had remained bolt upright after death had 
come from loss of blood, and Yu found in 
this position. 


Seeks a Place to Die. 


For some time Mr. Marshall had lived with 
has daughter at 287 Forty~-first street. About 


the McCoy Hotel, at Clark and Van Buren 
etreets, and asked for a room, telling Clerk 
Angle that he would spend the night there. 
He registered as J. P. Morgan of Freeport, 
III. Explaining that he would not go to his 
room at he went out into Clark street, 
returning four hours later, shortly before 3 
o'clock, and at once retiring. 

While registering he had explained that 
he wished to sleep late and asked that he be 
not disturbed if he did not arise until mid- 
afternoon.

When 6 o’clock came 
Mr. McCoy ordered that the door be broken 
in. The body was found propped upright in 
bed, blood still trickling from the wrists. — 

Physicians were summoned at once, but all 
asserted that the man had been dead for 
several hours. It is believed that he made 
the fatal cuts during the early morning. His 
clothing had been carefully arranged and on 
the table near by lay a letter addressed to 
Louis T. Marshall, 144 Monroe street.“ 
The latter is a son of the suicide. 


Police Asked to Make Search. 3 
Just before the finding of the body word 
had been carried to the police authorities by 
Dr. E. D. Kilbourne of 6454 Kimbark avente, 
that Mr. Marshall had dis- 
appeared. 

He has never been away from home for 
this length of time before without having 
left word as to his plans, Dr. Kilbourne ex- 
plained. ‘“‘ We want every aid possible in 
making the search.”

Miss Sloan was 27 years old and she resided 
with her father and brother at 87 Wash- 
burne avenue. 
) The wedding she attended was that of Dr. 
Henry J. Way, 514 South Oakley boulevard, 
to Miss Loretta Turley, 510 Oakley boule- 
vard. Immediate relatives of Dr. Way stat- 
ed last night that Miss Sloan was not an in- 
vited guest at the wedding and that they 
were not acquainted with her. 

The verdict of the Coroner’s jury was that 
the girl took her own life while despondent 
on account of ill-health. While there are 
several unexplained incidents in the suicide 
of Miss Sloan her father, Patrick Sloan, and 
the family physician, Dr. T. F. O'Malley, 
who were first at her bedside, declare, as did 
the Coroner’s jury, that her act was due to 
despondency on account of ill-health and that 
she left no note of explanation, and said noth- 
ing that would throw light on any hidden 
motive she may have had for self-destruc- 
tion. 

Miss Sloan was 27 years old. Her mother 
has been dead many years, and she has been 
the housekeeper for her father and brother.

BARS WOMEN FROM II 


. FUSES APPLICATION. 


Mise Marion Griffin of Memphis Not Al- 
lowed to Practice on Ground That 
‘She Is Not an Officer of the Court Un- 
der Peculiar State Law—Two Jus- 
tices Dissent, Holding the Reason 
Too Far Fetched—May Affect Lower 
Courts. | 


Memphis, Tenn., June 20. — [Special. 1 
Women cannot practice law before the Su- 
preme Court of Tennessee, according to a 
decision rendered today, and the question as 
to whether or not women are entitled to 
practice in the lower courts is raised by the 
decision. 

Miss Marion Griffin of Memphis, one of the 
few women lawyers in the State, made ap- 
plication to practice before the Supreme 
Court, now sitting at Jackson. In refusing 
the application the court acted on the ground 
that a lawyer practicing before a court was 
an officer of that court. A State statute 
prohibits women from holding public office 
unless they are given special permission 
by the Legislature. 


Question Raised Once a 
The same matter was presented to the 
court at last term. It was then held by a 


law and statutes a woman was not eligible to 
practice law in the courts of Tennessee. The 
matter was brought before the last two Leg- | 
islatures, and both Legislatures declined to 
pass an enabling statute. The court based 
its decision upon the ground that an at- 
the 
statutes a woman is not eligible to office ex- 
cept in such cases as the Legislature has 
made a woman eligible, as, for instance, the 
State Librarian, Superintendents of Public 
Instruction, etc. 

A married woman could not act as attorney 
because the disability of coverture would 
stand in the way of her liability for any mal- 
feasance or misfeasance in the discharge of 
her duty, and that, although the petitioner 
is not a married woman, court had no process 
by which it could restrain her should she de- 
sire to become one. The majority of the 
court was of the opinion that the matter of 
her admission to the bar is one that ad- 
dresses itself to the Legislature and not the 
judiciary. 

Views of Dissenting Judges. 

Judges Wilkes and Caldwell did not concur 
with the majority, holding that an attorney 
is not an officer except in a modified sense it 
would not follow from her admission to the 
bar that she would become thereby eligible 
to the office of a Judge, Attorney General, or 
any governmentg! function, and while as a 
married woman she could not held Hable 
for her compact, still the statutes relating to 
control and disbarment of an attorney was a 
sufficient guarantee that the interests ort 
clients would be protected. ö 

The dissenting Justices also held that 
women have been admitted to practice law 
in nearly all of the States of the union and 
many have risen to promence and distinc- 
tion; that it is an honorable profession and 
they should be given any opportunity to avail 
themselves of it as a means of livelihood and 
promotion; that there was no legal reason 
why she should not be admitted to practice 
and she must judge for herself of the pro- 
priety of doing so from a moral and social 
standpoint.

CHAINS A PASSENGER TRAIN 
TO THE TRACK FIVE HOURS. 


Health Officer at Burnsville, W. Va., 
Adopts Drastic Measures to Compel 
Railroad Co. to Remove Hospital. 


Parkersburg, W. Va., June 20.—[Special. }— 
Health Officer McKenney of Burnsville, this 
State, today captured a west-bound passen- 
ger train, chained the locomotive to the 
tracks, and held it and all the passengers on 
board as prisoners for five hours. 
The health officer adopted this method to 
compel the officers of the West Virginia and 
Pittsburg railroad company to move a box 
car hospital filled with smallpox patients 
from the sidetracks in Burnsville.

Smyth 
Gwenny —y—y[— — — ee eredith 
From the ptive and romantic luxu- 
riance of the novel Lorna Doone,“ Miss 
Mildred Dowling has evolved a tempestuous, 
vivid-hued, and consistent melodrama. Were 


it less exciting it would be grewsome, pos- 


sibly beyond chance of success, but 80 
startling are many of its episodes that it is 
probable they will bridge whatever gaps 
other faults may cause in the road to popular 
favor. 

The defects which most require bridging 
consist of several incidents of the order that 
jar the taste. But as the ono which is most 
inexcusable/is also the most unreasonable, it 
is to be assumed it soon will be removed. It 
happens in the Church of Oare, after Lorna 
has been shot by Carver Doone. The act 
closes with Lorna seemingly dead on the 
floor and John Ridd gone in pursuit of the 
intended slayer, Then the curtain goes up— 
at least it did last night—on the tableau of 


the girl’s body lying on the altar. Inasmuch 


as Lorna is found alive and well in the last 
act, the tableau is disconcerting to those who 
have not read the novel, as well as unpleas- 


pant in every particular to all manner of per- 


sons. For argument in favor, it doubtless 
will be said that the country people placed 
her there believing her dead, but it is nul- 
lified by the fact that the body has the stage 


to itself in the tableau. It would not have 


been left alone under any circumstances, 80 
the picture Is indefensible from either a real- 
istic or an artistic point of view. 

The act does not need such an extreme 
journey after novelty to make itself dis- 
cussed, It is the first act of any modern 
play, in so far as memory serves, to contain 
a marriage scene complete. Clyde Fitch in 
„The Moth and the Flame brought his 
characters to the matrimonial altar, but the 
service did not begin. In Lorna Doone” 
the Episcopal service is read to the end, even 
the responses being given. The clergyman 
is gowned, the altar boys attend, and the 
candles burn. 

The dramatic! departure was received last 
night with 4 bugz of low voiced comment, but 
no hint was given that it was regarded with 
disfavor. Concerning the scene which fol- 
lowed and another that preceded, remarks, 
however, were heard in definite disapproba- 
tion. The éariler scene permitted yokels to 
exchange gossip in the church before the im- 
pressive marriage procession entered. 

All these doubtful materials, however, were 
massed in one act, and they made it spec- 
tacular if they did other things less likely 
to help to the play’s victory. 7 
The other acts were equally spectacular 
and also more potent. A more generous 
production the play could not have had, nor 
one more a credit to Chicago. 

The play has too many qualifications of its 
own to be weakly dependent upon its attrac- 
tive attire, being more nearly literature than 
the majority of the dramatic offerings of the 
season, although a bit stilted in its measured 
sentences; but the scenery has to make up 
for some qualities the players have not. 

Last night; at least, Lorna Doone was 
a better play than it was acted. Drill un- 
doubtedly will supply all the necessary brisk- 
ness to the action, and the nervousness that 
caused indistinct speeches last night will 
wear away, but neither Miss Olive May nor 
William Courtleigh ever will be the Lorna 
Doone or the John Ridd of whom Blackmore 


wrote. In a few lines before the curtain after 


the fourth act Mr. Courtleigh spoke with 
clear, natural tones, but as John Ridd he 
used an unflezible stage voice. In appear- 
ance he was manly, but in no other way was 
he akin to the herculanean, splendid yeo- 
man. His love scenes were stiffly and unro- 
mantically played. 
Miss May was a far remove from the queen- 
ly Lorna, prettiness of manner having to 
cover an absence of dignity and of adequate 
emotional 
n rst act, however, that prettiness 
was able to do duty in a way wholly satis- 
factory. The act shows the hall of the 
Doones’ retreat in Bagworthy forest, the 
outlaws thronging the stage as they return 
from an expedition of ‘plunder and murder. 
As prisoners they have brought Reuben 
Huckaback, his granddaughter Ruth, and 
Margery Badcock. Lorna comes first before 
the body to plead that her marriage to Carver 
Doone be deferred. Later she returns to sup- 
plicate again and finds the prisoners there. 
Margery Badcock curses the Doones for the 
murder of her babe, and then kills herself 
(the chara¢ter bit being one of unusual 
strength as performed by Ruth Holt). Ruth 
Huckaback, however, can be saved, and 
Lorna saves her by throwing dice for her 
and winning the throw. John Ridd, forcing 
his way in to challenge the Doones to con- 
flict with the men of Devon, is witness of 
the action, and in his meeting then with 
Lorna is found 


the love motive of the play. | 


Prettiness, it will be seen, is all the heroine 
needs for that act. 

The second act passes in Lorna’s bower and 
gives a glimpse of the steep waterfall. It 
ends in the plighting of the word of Lorna 
and John. 

The third act is one of tumult, seeing the 
assault of the yeomen upon the Doone 
stronghold, and the rescue of Lorna. 

The wedding act, with its bloody ending, 
constitutes the first half of the fourth act.

John Ridd comes 
upon Carver Doone at the edge of the 
Wizard’s slough, and, as lightning flashes, he 
wrestles, triumphs, and throws the 
to terrible death. : 

The last act lights up both the stage and 
the story, witnessing the return of Lorna, 
restored to health, to Plover’s Barrow Farm. 

Ralph Delmore made Carver Doone as real- 
seeming a cutthroat as the calendar of vil- 
lains contains. He was rewarded with the 
acclaim he deserved. Robert Peyton Carter 
enacted Sir Ensor Doone as a gentle patri- 
arch, which he was not, and Frank Burbeck 
made the counselor as suave as need be. 

The audience came to make the play a 


success, and if ardor can perform suc a 
feat it is already done. It carried its enthusi- 


asm to the extent of forcing the actors.to do

ANGRY MAN BREAKS PLATE 
GLASS WINDOW. 


Wealthy Chicagoan Seeks One Cent's 
Worth of Salted Goobers in Slot Ma- 
chine—Loses His Temper Along with 
His Money—Hurls Contrivance Down 
Steps and Is Captured by Druggist 
Mayr — Released Upon Promise to 
Settle Damage. 


Angered because a penny slot salted peanut 
machine refused to work, a man who 
said he was Judson A. Tolman, Presi- 
dent of four ptove companies, threw the 
machine down a flight of stone steps, 
one of the legs striking a $50 plate glass win- 
dow and shattering it.

BANKRUPT MUST PAY ALIMONY. 


Illinois Supreme Court Refuses to Ac- 
cept Plea Advanced That It Is a 
| Debt in Eyes of Law. | 


pring III., June 20.—Among the | 


| fons handed down by the Supreme Court last 


night was one of particular interest in ali- 
mony judgments. The case was that of Alta 
Charles Bloomer. Contempt of 
court proceedings were ‘brought against 
Bloomer in the Circuit Court of Mercer Coun-. 
ty for refusing its mandate to pay alimony 
to his divorced wife. The proceeding was 
sustained and an appeal taken to the Appel- 
late Court of the Second District, which re- 
versed the finding of the lower court. The 
Supreme Court reverses the opinion of the 
Appellate Court and affirms that of the Cir- 
cuit Court.

“Alimony cannot be regarded as a debt 
owing from the husband to the wife, which 
may be discharged by an order in bankrupt- 
cy, whether the alimony accrues before or

father to support his wife and children is not 


such a debt as is contemplated by the bank- 
ruptcy act.

dinner commemorated Judge Gary's eightieth 
birthday, which occurs in July, and also the 


fact that he has served on the local bench 
thirty-bight years. Little thought was given 
to his age or his long service, and before the 
evening had passed his name was proposed 
for another term. 

Judge Gary should be younger oy nearly a 
score of years after thé event. Instead of 
addressing the venerable and dignified jurist, 
those who replied to the toasts went back fifty 
years and told all the amusing or ludicrous 
incidents they could remember in his life. 
Chief among the speakers was Judge Tuley, 
close second to Judge Gary both in years 


* and term of service. Judge Tuley was at one 


time in partnership with Judge Gary, and he 
withheld few secrets of his acquaintance. 


Tuley Reveals Old. Secrets. 

“The Gary of Fifty Years Ago" was his 
subject, and he began by describing his meet- 
ing with the young attorney in New Mexico. 
They were engaged on opposite sides of a 
law case, Judge Tuley won. 

“7 saw Judge Gary first,” said Judge Tuley, 
“coming down the mountain at break-neck 
speed in order not to miss his first term of 


court. When he came up I tried to make out 


whether he had been cut off at the top or 


broken in two in the middle. He wore

It offers generous com- 
pensation to the city, and tenders a number 
of telophorties free for municipal use. 


Sidder Franchise Deferred.

“I know nothing whatever regarding any 
circular that may have been sent out by 
Mr. Capehart from Washington,“ said Com- 
missioner General Peck yesterday when 
asked regarding the story published in a 
morning paper about the Paris exposition 
report. “The report om the exposition, 
which is a voluminous document, was com- 
piled and edited by a committee composed of 
three heads of departments—F. J. V. Skiff 
of Chicago, Professor James H. Gore of 
Waehington, who was juror-in-chief; and A. 
8. Capehart, who was head of the Depart- 
ment of Liberal Arts from the beginning. 

“The report was completed and sent to the 
President withir the unprecedented time 
prescribed by law (four months). transmitted 
to Congress, and the usual number ordered 
printed, which, I think, was 1,682 copies, to 
be distributed among members of the Senate 
and House, certain designated libraries, etc. 
Mr. Capehart has been in Washington look - 
ing after the printing, but his term with the 
commission expired on June 1 last, before 
the date of his alleged circular. I do not be- 
deve he has done anything improper, either 
in his public or private capacity. 

“The report is comprehensive and, I be- 
Heve, will prove instructive and valuable in 
connection with future expositions. It con- 
tains several thousand pages, and it was im- 
possible to have it prepared before the clos- 
ing days of the last session of Congress, 
which was less than four months after the 
close of the éxposition, therefore no appro- 
priation wae asked for at that late date for

If the Drainage 
of the city—and there is said to be nothi 
to prevent it—the tunnele at La Salle an 
Washington streets will be lowered at the 
expense of the Sanitary District. The con- 
tract between the city and the Drainage 
board providing for this work will contain 
provision for the refunding of the money by 
the city. Eventually the street car compa- 
nies will be made to bear the expense, and 
a condition of franchise renewals will be 
that the traction interests recompense the 
city for this work. | 


President Jones Supports Plan. 


Mr. Jones has agreed to support the propo- | 


sition before th. Drainage board. Estimates 
upon the cost are being secured by Alder- 
man Goldzier, and will be given to the Drain- 
age Trustees within a few days. The most 
recent estimate made Was $850,000 for the 
o tunnels. The Van Buren street tunnel 
has not been taken into consideration, for 
the reason that it is the property of the 
Union Traction. company and not of the 
city, as is the case with the La Balle and 
Washington street tunnels. 
It is proposed to increase the depth of the 
river over the tunnels from eighteen to 
twenty-six feet. The federal government re- 
quires that a depth of twenty-two feet be 
given in the river, but it has been agreed to 
go beyond these figures and make. the im- 
provement permanent. The channel, which 
now will not permit the passage of an 
eighteen-foot boat, will be open to the 
largest lake carriers. 


Cost Comparatively Small. : 
The Drainage board, to do the work, will 
use the funds ‘which the Legislature pro- 
vided for the improvement of.the river. The 
cost of the improvement will be a compara-. 
tively small item in the amount which has 
been authorized for this purpose. The Legis- 
lature has authorized the Drainage board to 
issue $5,000,000 additional in bonds. Thelow- 
ering of the tunnels will not require one-fifth 
of this, and there is the certainty that the 
money will be-refunded within two years. 
The necessity of clearing the channel of 
these obstructions Has been preached to the 
city administration by vesselmen and mer- 
chants interested {n lake commerce for many 
years, with growing insistence during the last 
year. Suits are pending to compel the trac- 
tion company to do the work. A decision 
has been reached in one of the lower courts, 
in which the eity lost, it being held that the 
company was not required to lower the Van 
Buren street tunnel. In this suit the city 
admittedly had a better case than it could 
have in the other two, for the reason that 
the tunnel is the property of the company. 


Plan Promises Quick Results. 

In the plan wihch Alderman Goldzier has 
submitted considerable encouragement is 
found, and it is thought that, unless serious 
obstacles not seen now present themselves. 
the river may be freed from its obstructions 
and the question of responsibility left for ad- 
justment some other time. | 

The Drainage board has the money to do 
the work and President Jones is willing to 
take up the plan,“ said Alderman.Goldzier.

For the further.improvement of the river 
Major Willard, government engineer in 
charge of the Chicago River, has prepared 
plans for a windage basin 600 feet square at 
Thirty-ninth street and has sent them to 
Washington for approval. The government 
is asked to purchase sufficient land for the 
basin. It will enable any boat which enters 
the river to turn around under its own steam. 
There is an appropriation of $250,000 availa-

Decision Means Big 4 | 
President Jones of the Drainage rd es- 
timates that the decision of the IiMnois Su- 
preme Court holding that the Sanitary Dis- 
trict is not required to pump water for the 
maintenance of navigation in the Illinois and 
Michigan Canal indefinitely will save the 
taxpayers of the district $1,000,000. Presi-

‘Writes with Rare Understanding of 
the Geography, History, Govern- 
ment, and Commerce of the Empire— 


Interesting Facts Concerning the 


Revenues of the Country.

Fall the writers who are producing 
works to meet the increasing demand 
for information concerning China, 
certainly no one at the present time 
is better fitted to speak with some au- 
Moritz on the subject than ts E. H. Parker, 
Wader in Chinese at University College, 
BAverpool. Mr. Parker was formerly Brit- 
Teh Consul at Kiung-Chow, and in 1892-93 
Re was adviser on Chinese affairs to the 
Burma government. For twenty-five years 
Re lived in more than a dozen ports of China, 
traveled about 7,000 miles in half a dozen 
provinces; spent two years in Corea and one 
in Burma, besides living a year in Sz Ch'wan, 
two in Hainan, and paying frequent visits to 
Indo-China, Japan, Siam, India, the Malay 
Peninsula, and the Dutch Islands. 

With such experience as this, an official 
position, a good knowledge of European 
governments, and an inquiring disposition, 
together with a certain facility for lan- 
guages, it would be strange if Mr. Parker did 
mot accumulate and digest for the benefit of 
others a great deal of information. He is 
the author of twenty-five books and pam- 
lets concerning the religious manners, cus- 
tome, history, language, and trade relations 
of the HBastern peoples, and now in a well 
printed and bound book of 232 pages, 
“China, Its History, Diplomacy, and Con- 
gress,” he has given the ciearest insight 
inte what most of us want to know concern- 
ing the great empire that has been produced 
of late. 

He begins by tracing with the aid of clear 
maps the geography of the country, which, 
lke everything else concerning China, ap- 
pears most confused to those who know it 
only casually. Then, out of the jumble of 
conflicting accounts, he gives a brief history 
of China, wisely refraining from unnecessary 
G@etails, and coming quickly to the period at 

hich for us the real interest in the empire 

fine—the time when Europe and America 
@pened their relations with the country. 
These trade relations, how they were begun 
and sustained, furnish material for an in- 
ing chapter, as do also the trade 
ute, the influence of Siberia, and of mod- 
trade.

RINCE ALBERT of Belgium’s accident 
seems to have been much more serious 
than at first reported, and there is rea- 
son to fear that the bad fall from 
horseback which he sustained some 

three or four weeks ago while taking part in 
a paper ebase may lame him for life and 
condemn him to limp about in the same man- 


ner as his uncle, King Leopold. Accidents 


of this kind with royal personages are usually 
more serious than with people of less exalted 
rank, owing to the fact of their being handi- 
capped in a physical sense by the condition 
of their blood, which is always impoverished 
and often vitiated. In fact, this seems to be 
the trouble with Prince Albert, who, it may 
be remembered, spent the greater part of a 
year touring about in this country, where he 
was extensively entertained. To what extent 
‘the Belgians will relish the idea of being 
reigned over by a succession of lame Kings 
remains to be seen.

I may add ¢hat the © Duck and Duchess of 
Aosta were conspicuous by their absence at 
*he royal christening. Indeed, the relations 
between the Duchess and the King and Queen 
are so strained that all intercourse otherwise 
than strictly official has been suspended. 
The Duchess, who is almost insanely am- 
bitious, became the wife of the Duke of 
Aosta on the understanding that King Victor 
Emmanuel would never wed. She looked 
upon the latter’s marriage as a breach of 
faith, which she was, however, disposed to 
forgive when it was declared that the union 
would remain without issue. 

That, in spite of all this, the young Queen 
should have become a mother and should 
have shown herself perfectly capable of fur- 
nishing the nation with an heir to the throne 
is looked upon by the Duchess as a mortal 
personal injury, since her prospects of be- 
comi Queen of Italy are diminished there- 
by, although until a boy is born to the King 
the Duke of Aosta remains next heir to the 
crown. |

Some ten years later, and more than a 
quarter of a century after the robbery, Lord 
Wantage, by an extraordinary piece of good 
fortune, was able to secure the stolen part 
of the picture, which was discovered in some 
second-hand shop in Paris, the owner of 
which was altogether ignorant of its value. 
The restoration of the picture has been won- 
derfully skillfully done. The mark of the 
severance is, however, ae visible.
